200 men today were patrolling the 
banks of the Marais de Cy.gne river, 
near here, awaiting the. signal to 
rush a large patch of timber in which 
it was: believed i were hiding a dozen 
,men who late last night'held up a 
southbound Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
passenger train'at Koch .siding, just 
south of Paola, shot, three persons, 
looted the express and mail cars, and 
niade their escape. 


The posse is composed of members 


of the County Anti-Horse Thief As- 
sociation and home guards from Os- 
awatpmie, and is -led by county and 
railroad officials. 
The posse men 


were.called to'getber within an iiour 
after 'news qJE the robbery became 
known and immediately started in 
pursuit of the fleeing bandits who 
left the scene of the hold-up in au- 
tomobiles. 
A .report reaching here 


early, today was that the bandits, 
closely pursued by the possemen 
abandoned their cars and took refuge 
in the timber which affords an excel- 
lent hiding-place. 


'Details of the robbery in which 


two. of the train crew and a woman 
passenger were wounded by bullets 
from the bandits' guns, as related-by 
railway employes, seem to indicate 
the robbers "shot-up"' the train to 
terrorize the passengers .arid .crew. 
No attempt was 'made to- rob the 
passengers. The train was flagged as 
it was.backing from Koch siding and 
the bandits swarmed about the en^ 
gine, -forcing the engineer and fire- 
men ^t-the point of revolvers back 
into the smoking car.

What advantage ex-Governor "Wil- 


lis sees in airing his pre-war VIPWS 
in favoi of an American embargo on 
arms, it is difficult to conceive. Mr. 
Willis was so clearly wrong in his 
contention and so clearly out of har- 
mony with the majority opinion in 
Ohio and elsewhere that one might 
suppose he would leave the publ'>a 
t:on of his correspondence with the 
Denison professor to someone else, 
if it had to appear at all. 


The former governor naively in- 


sists that he did not know then that 
he was voicing a pro-German posi- 
tion in demanding that the United 
States should stop shipments of mu- 
nitions to Germany's enemies. One 
must give Mr. Willis credit for sin- 
cerity in this—adding, however, that 
he stood pretty nearly alone among 
intelligent men in his innocence of 
the fact that an active German pro- 
paganda was under way throughout 
America to force exactly the embar- 
go measure that he. then governor 
of the state, was urging.

When the stretcher bearers got there 


they did not have much to do in the 
way of rescue—It was more pallbear- 
er's work. 


A stretcher bearer was picking up 


one of the boys, when a grenade land- 
ed alongside of him and you could not 
find a fragment of either of them. 
That made two that landed within 
twelve feet of me; yet I was not even 
scratched. 


When I got so that I could move I 


went over to where the captain was 
standing, looking through a periscope 
over the parapet. I was very nervous 
and excited and was afraid to speak 
to him, but somehow I thought I 
ought to ask for orders. 
But I 


could not say a word. 
Finally a 


shell whizzed over our heads—just 
missed us, it seemed like, and I broke 
out: "What did you see? What's all 
of the news?" and so on. I guess I 
chattered, like a monkey. 


Then he yelled: "You're the gunner ,

I surely wished I was the gunner

travel In an automobile and keep a

About this time another bomb came 


over and clouted out the best friend 
I had in my company. Before the 
war he had been one of the finest sing- 
ers in the Paris opera houses.

A pollu and I dragged him Into a 


dugout, but it was too late. One side 
of his face was blown off; the whole 
right side of him was stripped off 
and four fingers of the right hand 
were gone. 


I stuck my head out of the dugout 


and there was the captain discussing 
the matter with himself, cursing the 
Germans from here to Helgoland and 
putting in a word for the bombs every 
once in a while. All up and down the 
trenches you could hear our men 
cursing the Germans in all kinds of 
languages. Believe me, I did my bit 
and I could hear somebody else'using 
good old United States cuss words, 
too. It certainly did not make me feel 
any better, but it gave me something 
to do. I think that was why all ol 
ns cursed so much then, though we 
were pretty handy with language at 
any time. But when-you are under 
heavy fire like that and cannot give 
It back as good as yon get, you go 
crazy unless you have something to do. 
Cussing Is the best thing we could 
think of. 


Up the trench the third bay was 


simply smashed In and the Germans 
were placing bomb after bomb right 
In It and In ours. The captain yelled 
out that he was going up to the next 
bay to examine It, but no more had 
he got there than he had his head 
taken clean off his shoulders. 


At daybreak our trenches were all 


pounded In and most of our dugouts 
were filled upl Then FrlSs opened up 
with his artillery flre right on us. We 
thought they were going to charge and 
we figured their barrage would lift 
and we could see them come over. 


We received orders to stand to with 


fixed bayonets. Then the man at the 
periscope shouted, "They cornel" 


A battery directly behind us went 


was being contested hotly at that time 
and German patrols were in the neigh- 
borhood. No one knew exactly where 
they would break out next 


I 
So we started out from the third- 


line trenches, but very shortly one of 
our outposts stopped ns. Bartel car- 
ried the dispatches and drove the car 
too, eo it was up to me to explain 
things to the sentries. 
They were 


I convinced after a bit of arguing. Just 


as we were leaving a message came 


• over the phone from bur commander, 
telling them to hold ns when we came. 
It was lucky they stopped us, for oth- 
erwise we would have been out of 
reach by the time his message came. 
The commander told me, over the tele- 
phone, that if a French flag flew over 
the town the coast would be clear; if a 
Belgian, that our forces were either 
in control or were about to take over 
the place but that Germans patrols 
were near. 
After this we started 


again. 


When we had passed the last post 


we kept a sharp lookout for the flag 
on the pole of the old fish market, for 
by this we would get our bearings— 
and perhaps. If it should be a German 
flag, a timely warning. But after we 
were down the road a bit and had got 
clear we saw a Belgian flag whipping 
around in a good, strong breeze. But 
while that showed that our troops or 
the British were about to take over 
the place it also indicated that the 
Germans were somewhere near by. 
Which was not eo cheerful. 


As we went through the suburbs 


along the canal which runs on the 
edge of the town we found that all 
the houses were battered up. We 
tried to hall several heads that stuck 
themselves out of the spaces between 
buildings and stuck themselves back 
just as quickly, but we could not get 
an answer. Finally we got hold of 
a man who came out from a little 
cafe. 
, 


He told us that the Germans had 


been through the town and had shot 
It up considerably, killing and wound- 
Ing a few Inhabitants, but that shortly 
afterward a small force of Belgian 
cavalry bad arrived and driven the 
Bodies out. The Germans were ex- 
pected either to return or begin a bom- 
—

On reaching our objective we made 


straight for the Hotel de VlHe, where 
we were admitted and after a short 
wait taken to the burgomaster. We 
questioned him as to news, for we bad

our rifles and. machine guns simply 
mowed them down. Many of them 
came half way across, then dropped 
their guns and ran for our trenches 
to give themselves up. They could not 
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went out into the garden and yarned 
a while with some gendarmes, and 
then went to bed. We had a big room 
on the third floor front. We had just 
turned in, and were all set for a good 
night's rest, when there was an explo- 
sion of a different kind from an? I 
had heard before, and we and the bed 
rocked about, like a canoe In the wake 
of a stern-wheeler. 
*' 


There were seven more explosions, 


and then they stopped, though we 
could hear the rattle of a machine gun 
at some distance away. Bartel said it 
must be the forts, and after some argu- 
ment I agreed with him. He said that 
the Germans must have tried an ad- 
vance under cover of a bombardment, 
and that as soon as the forts got into 
action the Germans breezed. We were 
not worried much, so we did not get 
out of bed. 


'A few minutes later we heard foot- 


steps on the roof, and then a woman 
in a window across the street, asking 
. a gendarme whether it was safe to go 
back to bed. Then I got up and took 
a look into the street There were a'lot 
of people standing around talking, but 
it was not interesting enough to keep 
a tired man up, so into the bay. 


It seemed about the middle of the 


night when Bartel called me, but he 
said it was time to get out and get to . 
work. We found he had made a poor 
guess, for when we were half dressed 
he looked at his watch and it was only 
a quarter past seven, but we decided 
to stay up, since we were that far 
along, and then go down and'cruise for 
a breakfast. 


When we got downstairs and found 


some of the hotel people it took them 
a long time to get it through our beads 
that there had been some real excite- 
ment during the night. The explosions 
were those of bombs dropped by a 
Zeppelin, which had sailed over the 
city. 


The first bomb had fallen less than 


two hundred yards from where we 
slept. No wonder the bed rocked! It 
had struck a narrow three-story house 
around the corner from the hotel, and 
had blown it to bits. Ten people had 
been killed outright, and a number 
died later. The bomb tore a fine hole 
and hurled pieces of itself several hun- 
dred yards. 
The street itself was 


filled with rocks, and a number of 
houses were down, and others wreck- 
ed. When we got out into the street 
and talked with some army men we 
found that even they were surprised 
by the force of the explosion. 


We learned that the Zepp had sailed 


not more than five hundred feet above 
the town. Its motor had been stopped 
just before the first bomb was let go, 
and it had slid along perfectly silent 
and with all lights out. The purr that 
we had thought was machine guns, 
after the eighth explosion, was the 
starting of the motor, as the Zepp got 
out of range of the guns that were be- 
ing set for the attack. 


The last bomb had struck In a large 


square. It tore a hole in the coble- 
stone pavement 
about thirty feet 


square and five feet deep. Every win- 
dow on the square was smashed. The 
fronts of the houses were riddled with 
various sized holes. All the crockery 
and china and mirrors In the house 
were in fragments..

Tirpitz, the Pan-German leader.
